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NOTES FROM THE SELECTMEN 


During 1973 major projects begun in past years have 
been completed or are nearing completion. 


Early last spring the Sewer bonds were offered for sale, 
carrying a 5% coupon. Proceeds from this offering have en- 
abled the Sewer Department to complete their improvement 
projects and balances are being held for further work. 


The new highway garage now provides adequate space 
for housing equipment and frees areas for improved upkeep 
on equipment in the original highway building. Extensive 
outside landscaping allows for more efficient stockpiling of 
material. | 


Working copies of the Tax Map have been delivered and 
the hearings have been scheduled for January. Final maps, 
complete with updating thru tax date April 1, 1974 will be 
forthcoming in the late spring. Already, these copies are be- 
ing put to good use by the appraisers currently working on 
reevaluating the entire town. Your 1974 tax bills will be based 
on the completed map and should provide a more accurate 
and equitable division of the tax burden than previously was 
possible. 


A new double entry booking system, initiated in early 
1973 with the help of the Division of Municipal Accounting 
in Concord, has been adopted. With the increasing volume 
of municipal financial activities, this system provides control 
and continuing access to information on the current fiscal 
position of the town. The monthly balance sheets compiled 
from the system are providing the selectmen detailed reports 
and, in ensuing years, will be valuable for comparisons and 
guidelines. In the event New London wishes to computerize 
the accounting system, the Town Officers will be fully pre- 
pared for immediate changeover. 
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On the pages following this report, you will find a ten 
year comparative statement compiled by your town Treasurer. 
This report covers the years between reevaluations 1964-1973, 
and reflects clearly the growth and increasing financial obli- 
gations of New London. 


New London can no longer be categorized as a small 
country town. As you will see in the accompaning statement, 
growth and change are expensive commodities. The rapid 
pace that New London has established is unlikely to abate. 
A more practical assumption would be that our growth and 
its contingent costs will accelerate in the next decade. 


Commitments already made — sewer improvements and 
studies, new town equipment — building improvements — 
acquisition of facilities for public use — all these must be 
financed. As basic costs increase the additional financing 
must come from more evaluation. New London has made 
her choice already. New London residents must be prepared 
to accept the resulting advantages and disadvantages of rapid 
growth. They must also be prepared to finance that growth.

REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1973 


This committee made major changes in the securities 
held for the Tracy Fund which directly supports the Tracy 
Library. 


Many of the securities which made up the Tracy Fund 
had been held for years. The current return when compared 
to original cost seemed very adequate. However, when com- 
pared to current market value this return was actually in 
the range of 314%. The increase in market value is due to 
growth and reinvestment of capital gains. The original cost 
of all securities in the Tracy Fund was $103,519, returning 
$8,900 to the library annually. 


Your Trustees decided to sell the securities returning 
lower rates, and reinvest the proceeds in higher yielding 
securities. The result of this change will mean annual in- 
come to the library of approximately $13,900, an increase 
of $5,000, and a return of 7.44% based on current market 
value of $187,023.

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TRACY MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


“Libraries are not made; they grow.” This is true of 
Tracy Memorial Library which, thanks to the foresight of 
New London’s taxpayers, keeps several steps ahead of the 
growth of the town. 


Since March of 1973 we have: 


1. completed the painting in the children’s room; 

2. completed the renovation of ‘the auditorium for use 
as a stack room. (This room now houses all adult books ex- 
cept current books and mysteries). | 

3. employed Coralee Welch on a part-time basis under 
the auspices of the New Hampshire Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion program. 

4, initiated the McNaughton Book Service, whereby the 
Library rents 100 newly published books to circulate as any 
other in the permanent collection. Every month ten are re- 
turned to the company or purchased at a great saving, and 
ten new titles are sent. This enables the librarians to see the 
merit of an otherwise doubtful book before purchasing. 

5. completed painting the outside front of the building; 

6. begun re-decorating the reading room. The Friends 
of Tracy Memorial Library have given a generous donation 
to help with the expense of new draperies and chairs. 


The plans for the immediate future are: 
1. to renovate the old stack room to become an office and 
workroom for the staff. 


2. to continue painting the outside. Mr. Lee expects to 
finish the two ends this summer. 


3. to examine our insurance as soon as the inventory 
is completed. We are drastically under-insured. 


The Friends of Tracy Memorial Library have been ex- 
tremely helpful this year. In the spring, they conducted a 
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“Trash or Treasures” sale of old books and sundry articles 
collected over the years. At their annual meeting held in the 
summer, Mrs. Ralph (Sally) Fifield was elected President, 
Mr. Randle Gillespie, Vice-president, Mrs. Laurence F. Peter- 
sen, Secretary, and Mr. Howard Moody, Treasurer. They 
also gave money to have the valuable old watercolor of 
Josiah Brown, the first librarian of the New London Social 
Library (1801) reframed in a manner by which it will be 
preserved. 


They also served refreshments at a tea the Library held 
for the school teachers of the district, as well as providing 
hostesses to preside over the tea and coffee pots. When the 
librarians gave a Christmas Party for the children, once again 
the Friends supplied the refreshments. 


The continued thoughtfulness of the Friends, whether 
it be money, food, or labor, is greatly appreciated by the 
staff and Trustees. 


We continue to hope that with the help of the New Lon- 
don Garden Club the lovely gardens in the rear of the building 
will be restored to their full beauty. There were several “work 
parties’ when Friends, Garden Clubbers, and Trustees com- — 
bined efforts to weed and prune. This past summer, four 
8-inch gold fish lived in the pool. The Christmas roses bloomed 
again this December as they have for so many years. 


The Senior Citizens continue to meet for morning coffee 
every Wednesday, except in July and August. The attendance 
has steadily increased all fall. The youth room and the New 
Hampshire Room are available for small meetings simply 
by notifying the librarian prior to the day. 


Ninety children took part in the Vacation Reading Club, 
under the guidance of Ms. Ellen Johnson. There were two 
programs offered, “I Can Read” for Kindergarteners and 
the regular program for the grade students. Prizes were 
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awarded for the number of books read in the “I Can Read” 
section and for the best written reports in each grade in the 
regular program. A poster contest, in which a scene from 
a book read during the summer was depicted, elicited much 
response. 


Over 100 children attended a performance of ‘The Little 
Red Wagon”, in late June, which sadly had to be moved from 
the Library gardens to the Town Hall because of rain. 


Many books and magazines have been given to the Library 
this year. Also, $250.00 has been donated by interested 
readers, earmarked for special books. Mr Charles Vansen’s 
gift of a beautiful silk screen for the Children’s room is 
greatly appreciated. 


This fall, the nursery school at St. Andrew’s Church has 
visited the Library every week and Mrs Huff’s first grade 
of the New London Elementary School has come every other 
week. The Story Hour for children, which was held every 
other Saturday all fall, was a great success and hopefully 
will continue after the ski season. 


The Trustees and Friends gave a thank you-farewell 
party to Mrs. Francis Kennedy when she moved to Exeter in 
October. Her efforts on behalf of the Library were inde- 
fatigable. We wish her well in her new home. Mr. Walter 
Rhodes was appointed by the Selectmen to fill out her term. 


Our Library is extremely fortunate to have the services 
of our Head Librarian, Mrs. Marjorie Stevenson, the Assist- 
ant Librarian, Ms. Jan Noonan, and the Custodian, Mr. 
Vincent Lee. Mrs. Waldo Woodward fills in as a substitute 
when needed and Mrs. Barbara Kimball continues to work 
in our card catalog on a volunteer basis. All thanks are due 
them for the yeoman service they perform, as the appended 
statistics will show. Ernest Welch, Treasurer, keeps our 
finances in good order and always well in hand. 
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Dr. J. Duane Squires, in Mirror to America. says our 
Library is “one of the finest small-town libraries in the 
nation. Of that feeling, every citizen and visitor to the Town 
can justly be proud.” Mrs. Tracy would be grateful to know 
that her gift continues, day by day, to enrich our lives.

REPORT OF THE DISTRICT COURT 


The total cases entered and disposed of in the District 
Court for the year 1973 exceeded one thousand cases, the 
highest case load in the history of the Court. A breakdown 
and comparison with the year 1972 follows:

Recent Legislative action has granted increased civil 
jurisdiction to District Courts. Effective August 21, 1973, 
such courts have concurrent jurisdiction with the Superior 
Court of civil actions for which the damages claimed do not 
exceed $3,000. 


Also, District Courts were vested with jurisdiction to 
grant motions for summary judgment in civil cases where 
no genuine issue of material fact exists, effective July 13, 1973. 


The new Criminal Code which has been under study 
for many years was recently adopted and became effective 
throughout the Courts of the State on November 1, 1973. 


The most significant change in the criminal laws of the 
State enacted in the Code is the classification of crimes. Every 
offense is classified as either a felony, a misdemeanor, or a 
violation. The first two are crimes but a violation, encom- 
passing most motor vehicle and other minor offenses pun- 
ishable by a fine or forfeiture only, no longer affect the 
moral turpitude and are not crimes. 
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The fuel oil energy crisis has frustrated the attempt to 
move the Court quarters from the basement and close prox- 
imity with the police station to the large spacious room on 
the first floor of the Town Hall. Because of the unfavorable 
location of the Court quarters, the New London District 
Court was discredited in 1973 by the New Hampshire Court 
Accreditation Commission. This was of course anticipated. 
See reports of the Court in 1971 Town Report, pp 45, 46, 
and 1972 Town Report pp 51,52.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
DISTRICT CHIEF 


The New Hampshire Forest Fire Service is represented 
in every town, city or unorganized place in our state by the 
forest fire warden. Anyone wishing to kindle an outside fire 
when the ground is not covered with snow must first obtain 
the written permission of the fire warden. Except for cook- 
ing fires, no fire can be kindled between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 
P.M. unless it is a commercial or industrial burn or it is rain- 
ing. The fire warden is assisted in his work by the District 
Forest Fire Chief who works for the Department of Resourc- 
es and Economic Development Forest Fire Service. 


Fire prevention was, again this year, the most important 
part of the Forest Fire Warden’s job. Fire statistics show 
the need with 72% of the fires caused by smoking, debris 
burning and children. Smokey the Bear is an important pre- 
vention ‘tool but he still needs much help from the public. 
Parents should warn their children of the hazards of play- 
ing with matches. Children tend to forget that a lighted 
match held in their hand is a potential forest fire.

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NEW LONDON CIVIL DEFENSE 


Once again the New London Civil Defense participated 
in the Hospital Alert when a staged “incident” took place at 
Kearsarge Regional High School. A total of some 12 station 
wagons became back up ambulances and transported ambu- 
latory patients out of New London Hospital for the ‘“emer- 
gency” cases. 


The State shelter program was brought up to date and 
finally the plan changed from being on alert for a possible 
nuclear alert to a more down to earth type of readiness, that 
of housing personnel in case of a natural disaster, such as 
running out of oil, etc. To this end, names of residents with 
extra cots, blankets, etc. was compiled to house any needy 
people in the town hall or other available space. A 300 gal- 
lon fuel oil tank was procured for emergency gas for CD per- 
sonnel on duty, this was promptly allocated to the road de- 
partment for use of the town snow plows, which were short 
on gas. 


During the past year the local Civil Defense has at- 
tempted to “localize” the services rather than be an unneces- 
sary part of a large State and Federal organization that — 
sometimes becomes too cumbersome to be useful to smaller 
localities such as ours. 


We wish to thank all those with station wagons who par- 
ticipated in the hospital emergency drill. We hope the real 
thing will never be necessary, but if it is, we know we can 
count on you.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN HEALTH OFFICER 


For the benefit of the New London Community, the 
following is a brief annual report of the town Health Officer. 


As part of my routine survey, test samples, from the 
waters of our lakes, ponds, streams, and beaches were taken 
and submitted to the proper State officials. 


Visual inspection of private sewage disposal systems has 
also been continued, and the homeowner is again advised 
that the established standards for septic systems must be met 
in order to protect the health of our community. 


As a helpful innovation, the Selectmen and members of 
the Planning Board have accompanied myself on inspections 
of subdivisions and individual systems. It was felt that this 
arrangement might provide some understanding of the 
problems involved, and hopefully, this cooperative measure 
will be continued in the future. 


In conclusion, I would like again to thank the New Lon- 
don community and its town officials for assistance in ful- 
fillment of my duties.

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REPORT OF CONSULTANT TO HEALTH OFFICER 


The year 1973 saw less communicable disease health 
problems in this and other areas than at any time in history. 
It is true that there was a small upsurgence in measles, but 
fortunately we had no serious complications in this area. 
Recommendations for childhood immunizations have been 
given in prior health reports, and it is important to reem- 
phasize that all children receive their primary immuniza- 
tions for diptheria, whooping cough, tetanus, polio, German 
measles, measles, and mumps. Vaccinations are now only 
given for those going to areas where exposure might be a 
risk. Influenza immunizations have apparently cut down on 
the severity of influenza outbreaks so this has been less of 
a problem. Adults should keep up their every ten year teta- 
nus toxoid boosters. The only major childhood disease for 
which there is no immunization is chickenpox, and fortunate- 
ly this is rarely a serious disease. I urge that all people keep 
up their immunizations through their local physicians, and 
if there is any financial hardship to take advantage of the 
clinics when they are announced in the newspapers. 


The lowered speed limit and increased drive on getting 
drunks off the road has resulted in a falling incidence of 
fatal car accidents. Slipping from social drinking into alco- 
holism can be a very common problem. Alcoholism is prob- 
ably our most serious social problem with much more pro- 
gressive brain damage and liver damage than the average 
person suspects to say nothing of the risk behind the wheel. 
I would urge that people not drink to relieve tension, but 
seek professional help instead.

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REPORT OF 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During 1973 the Conservation Commission has acquir- 
ed for the Town a ten acre sector of the Anthony Philbrick 
Bog located west of town opposite the “Hilltop” entrance. 
This acquisition was made possible through both gift and 
purchase from Mrs. Lois Philbrick Child. 


Over the past two years the Commission has supported 
our Springfield neighbors in their successful efforts to have 
the 6500 acre Gile Forest set aside as a State Forest and 
Wildlife Reservation. This Forest is of concern to New Lon- 
don, not only because it is part of the watershed surrounding 
our town reservoir, but also because it is adjacent to the 
Morgan Hill area on which Richard H. Webb has given the 
Town a 1000 acre conservation easement. These two wood- 
ed tracts provide a total of 7500 acres of continuous forest 
north of Pleasant Lake. 


In the summer months the Commission sponsored both 
the early morning walks during May and June and the Wed- 
nesday Walks during July and August—participation 14-40. 


A revised recreational map indicating trails available 
for cross country hiking, snowshoeing, and skiing has been 
printed under the sponsorship of both the Commission and 
the Outing Club. Copies of this map may be obtained at Kid- 
der’s Garage or the Information Booth.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


There were no changes in the members of the Board 
during 1973. There were over 40 meetings or field inspec- 
tions during the year in which some or all Board members 
participated. Thirteen preliminary plans for subdivisions 
were presented to the Board. Sixteen final plats were ap- 
proved, involving 98 lots in total and some 460 acres of land, 
or about 3% of the total land area of the town. New road 
construction in connection with these plats will run to about 
two miles, or approximately 4% of the total town road mile- 
age, which may eventually be added to the town road sys- 
tem. Six site plan reviews of non-residential property uses 
were acted upon, as well as a number of annexations or trans- 
fers not requiring subdivision approval. 


The Board proposed certain minor revisions of the Zon- 
ing Ordinance in 1973 and an amendment was submitted by 
petition without Board approval. All of these were accepted 
at Town Meeting. The Board expects to present to the 1974 
Town Meeting some further amendments which have been 
developed in consultation with the Advisory Group of rep- 
resentative citizens of the Town.

SEWER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


At the 1973 Town Meeting, it was voted to raise 
$100,000 for the construction, of a new interceptor sewer 
from the vicinity of the New London Hospital to the present 
sewer treatment plant. This work has not begun because 
we contemplated having matching funds from the State and 
Federal Government which to date have not been forthcom- 
ing. Also, E.P.A. infiltration requirements have been tight- 
ened and a further study is necessary before work can com- 
mence. We presently are having this study done and will 
commence construction when State and Federal funds are 
available. 


Also, at the 1973 Town Meeting, it was voted to raise 
$180,000 for the purpose of defraying the cost of designing 
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and preparing plans and specifications for a new sewage 
treatment plant — to be located near Elkins Village — and 
an interceptor sewer from the present treatment plant to the 
propsed plant. This work has not been begun because the 
feasibility study showed that the effluent from this new 
plant would discharge directly into Cascade Brook which is 
a tributary of the Black Water River. It is now unlawful to 
discharge any effluent directly into any stream in the Black 
Water River watershed because the New Hampshire legis- 
lature has classified this river system as Class A waters. In 
order to resolve this problem, we have talked with Anderson- 
Nichols, our consulting engineers, and water supply and pol- 
lution control engineers from the State about further study 
for a lagoon and spray treatment system on land in New 
London and Sutton. This land comprises about 500 acres. 
The New London Sewer Commissioners have met recently 
with the Sutton Selectmen about their appointing a person 
to meet with us when we are having our meetings concern- 
ing this project, with the idea in mind that the Town of Sut- 
ton could join with us and thereby be able to sewer parts of 
North Sutton and Kezar Lake. 


In June our Plant superintendent resigned, and we had 
the good fortune to find a New London native, John Bick- 
ford, recently discharged from the United States Air Force, 
whose main duties in the service were water and sewer 
maintenance. John has done a great job and our plant is in 
good shape. 


This fall we hired a work-study high school senior, Alex 
McKinnon, who goes to school mornings and assists John 
Bickford afternoons and all day Saturday. He also is doing 
a good job for us, and we hope he will continue on and make 
sewer treatment plant supervision his occupation. | 


Last May we were stopped from approving any new 


connections to the sewer system. Only previously approved 
connections have been allowed to continue. The reason for this 
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is the heavy infiltration of ground water into our system, 
which, in turn, reduces the capability of the plant to adequately 
treat the effluent. The work which was done this last summer 
and fall has already greatly reduced our ground water in- 
filtration.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


The New London Water: System Precinct added fif- 
teen residential water services in 1973. In addition, 17 do- 
mestic services were added at Hilltop Cluster III, two six 
inch mains were installed during the past year. Five hy- 
drants were added to the system. 
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The year 1973 favored the department with no trans- 
mission line breaks. The more commendable since several 
thousand feet of sewer mains were installed in close prox- 
imity to water mains. The Sewer Commission and their 
contractors are to be congratulated on their endeavors. 


One of our more severe problems for the year past 
proved to be beaver migrations. In addition to the usual 
spring arrivals, summer transients came by which preceeded 
a pair of adult homesteaders in the fall. Six animals were 
removed, a high for recent years. Conservationists from the 
State now consider the Gile Forest and its surrounding ter- 
ritory, in the center of which lies Morgan Pond, our water 
source, to be the most concentrated beaver build-up in the 
state. 


Foregoing shortages, we anticipate 1974 will be equally 
as active as 1973, which saw our product consumption increase 
4% or approximately 2 million gallous.

NEW LONDON 
WATER SYSTEM PRECINCT 


The past two annual reports of the Commissioners in- 
dicated the desire to complete a second reservoir adjacent to 
the present reservoir. Engineering surveys in preparation 
of construction developed evidence that Dartmouth College 
owned in fee simple the land on which New London Water 
Systems Precinct anticipated building a new reservoir. 
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Concurrently, Dartmouth College was negotiating the 
sale of Gile Forest to the State of New Hampshire. As a 
result of these procedures, the Commissioners postponed 
further engineering and construction on this project. The 
above referred to negotiations have been consumated. 


The Commissioners are in the process of negotiating 
with the State of New Hampshire to acquire 5.7 acres of land. 
Hopefully this will be accomplished this spring enabling the 
Commissioners to proceed with construction. 


Several building developments during 1978, not as yet 
accepted by the Commissioners, will add substantially to the 
Precincts construction in aid. 


In compliance with the New Hampshire Board of Fire 
- Insurance Underwriters, the Commissioners have adopted a 
policy that all new permanent water mains will not be less 
than 8 inches in size. 


We encourage all precinct voters to attend the annual 
meeting in March to gain a better understanding of the water 
system.

For 314 years the Kearsarge Visiting Nurse Association 
has provided many services to the residents of Andover, Brad- 
ford, Danbury, New London, Springfield, Sutton, Warner and 
Wilmot. These services range from nursing care and physical 
therapy to counseling and teaching on family planning, finan- 
cial assistance, pre-natal and newborn care, and guidance in 
individual and family problems. 


In many cases, the individual or family was referred to 
one or more of the following: hospital, physician, nursing 
home, mental health clinic, alcohol and drug abuse program, 
crippled children‘s services, surplus food program, welfare 
and selectmen. These are just a few of the resources available 
to all of us. 618 visits were made for this type of service with 
no fee charged. 


484 visits were made for direct nursing care which in- 
cludes care of catheters, colostomies, dressings, heart/lung 
exams, blood pressure check, injections and medications. 36 
physical therapy visits were made in the home. Occupational 
therapy officially began Nov. 1 with one evaluation visit. These 
three services involved a fee that was. determined on an indi- 
vidual basis, according to the patient’s income, frequency of 
visits, etc. Regardless of ability to pay, service was provided. 


Total mileage was 12,030 (includes full-time) nurse, re- 
lief nurse and P. T.). 


Our immunization clinics, held in January, March, May, 
September and November continue to demonstrate the need 
for more adequate immunization of our children. 1,021 im- 
munizations were given to 618 children ranging in ages, 2mos. 
to 18 years. This was double 1972. 
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Our loan closet continues to grow due to generous con- 
tributions. The medical equipment is used for patients who 
are receiving KVNA services. 


As in the past, several New London organizations donated 
food and clothing for 55 persons for Christmas. 


We thank you for supporting our fund drive and assist- 
ing us in our programs.

Miller Ford Company in Claremont, N. H. A Ross-Burch 
snow plow for the truck was delivered in November. The 
steam cleaner was also purchased with money from the new 
equipment appropriation. 


The regular highway work was carried on during the 
spring. During June and July the T.R.A. job on Hominy 
Pot road was undertaken. The hard surface (asphalt mix) 
will be in place by early summer. The balance of the T.R.A. 
funds wil be spent on StonyBrook road. 


The heavy rains in July, which caused flooding in sur- 
rounding towns, did less than two hundred dollars damage 
to New London roads. 


The $8,000.00 Special Road account was spent on the fol- 
following roads: Lamson Lane, Old County Road, Balsam 
Acres, Carter Road, Old Main Street, and Stony Brook Road. 
The work on Old Main Street was completed with the excep- 
tion of removing a few boulders and stumps from the road 
side. The lower half of Balsam Acres was hard surfaced and 
culverts were extended. Two culverts were replaced on Car- 
ter road and part of the road graveled. On Lamson Lane two 
smal culverts were replaced with larger ones and a section 
of road widened. The work on Old County Road was contin- 
ued by blasting ledge, applying gravel and replacing two cul- 
verts; three tenths of a mile was given two applications of 
liquid asphalt. A small amount of gravel was spread on 
Stony Brook Road. If asphalt is available in 1974, Balsam 
Acres and Carter road will receive priority. 
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During the late fall several miles of shoulder work and 
ditching was completed. The large amount of rain fall, which 
later, had a perfect run-off with no damage. 


The street sign project is nearing completion. All avail- 
able signs have been erected. Signs will be ordered for new 
streets and those missed on the original order. 


The side-walk money was spent by re-building the walk 
between the entrance to Colby College and the driveway of 
Colby Homestead Farm. Next year repair jobs to the present 
asphalt walks are planned. 


According to the records of the State Highway Depart- 
ment, we now have 48.67 miles of class 5 and 1.5 miles of 
class 6 highways. No new roads were accepted during 1973. 


The lack of quality sand and gravel in New London is 
one reason more roads have not been re-built. The nearest 
gravel is in Danbury and sand for surface treatment is haul- 
ed from Newport. Major repairs on trucks are done in Bris- 
tol and mechanics from Manchester, N. H. and Barre, Vt. 
work on our heavy equipment.

“Looking Ahead to New London’s 200th Birthday in 1979” 


As New London approaches its Bicentenial, the Town 
History Committee in each year’s Town Report plans to do 
two things. It will indicate what was occurring in our Town 
two centuries ago; and it will report on its activities during 
the year just past. | 


1774 


In 1774 New London witnessed its first pioneer 
clearing. Moses Trussell, then living in Hopkinton, came 
to New London early in 1774, and spent some weeks dur- 
ing the winter time clearing a patch of forest along the 
Sutton-New London town line. In the spring he burned 
off this area and planted corn on the virgin soil. Re- 
turning to Hopkinton for the summer, Moses Trussell 
came back in the autumn to harvest his crop. But he 
found that it had been eaten by wild animals, and his 
effort was thus made in vain. 


During the year just past, the Town History was respon- 
sible for the erection of the 11th historical marker in the 
series to be ready for the Town’s 200th birthday in 1979. 
This latest historical marker is located on the west side of 
Pleasant Lake, and reminds the passer-by of the original in- 
habitants who long ago lived in what is now New London, i.e., 
Indians. The Committee also continued its efforts to xerox 
important town records of the early days, thus providing du- 
plicates for otherwise irreplaceable documents. Finally, the 
preliminary plans for a Town participation in the state and 
national bicentennial observances in 1975-1976 were con- 
sidered. |

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TREE WARDEN’S REPORT 


In the past year we carried on our annual insect and feed- 
ing spray program in the late spring. We also took down many 
dead trees along the side of our New London roads. Some of 
these were quite difficult as power and telephone wires were 
involved. Again this past year I had outside tree men come and 
feed many of the trees along Main Street and in Elkins with 
a hydrolic feeding unit. 


The record precipitation year of 1973 seemed to cause 
the most serious shade tree insect problems that we have had 
in New London in a decade. If in the year ahead you notice 
any of the following: 


1. tiny holes being made in the bark of either trunk or 
limbs of your pine trees with a sawdust residue left 
at the base of the trunk, 


2. leaves either turning brown or blackish and perhaps 
premature partial defoliation of your willow trees, 


3. long bunches showing under the bark of your birch 
trees, especially white birches, 


please contact me as soon as possible. 

In some cases it has been necessary and a privilege to call 
in and work with one of the state entomologists on certain 
shade tree problems.

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REPORT FROM LAKE SUNAPEE 
UPPER VALLEY COUNCIL 


For New London and the ten new members in the Lake 
Sunapee Regional Council 1973 was a busy year, organiz- 
ing a regional office and an operational structure in a joint 
effort with the already established Upper Valley Council. 
The Council assists its member communities on mutual prob- 
lems, and in so doing strengthens local government. The 
Council is not a regional government; it is a voluntary as- 
sociation and serves local governments in an advisory Ca- 
pacity. There is, presently, in progress a major study of 
solid waste disposal problems facing New Hampshire com- 
munities in the Lake Sunapee and Upper Valley regions. 
Field surveys, data gathering and preliminary meetings, al- 
ready completed by staff members, will now be followed in 
the months ahead by more detailed engineering considera- 
tions and recommendations for each town, in the two re- 
gions, under the professional services of the consulting firm 
of Metcalf and Eddy. In the Sunapee Region a new regional 
headquarters was opened during the year in Newport to bet- 
ter serve the towns in this region. Basic land use, land char- 
acteristics studies will begin during the coming fiscal year 
as the basis for a regional plan; in addition to the technical 
assistance being rendered Sunapee Region towns. The Coun- 
cil has also in the past year continued to serve as the sup- 
port agency for the Service Corps of Retired Executives 
(SCORE) and for the new Lebanon Regional Office of the 
N. H. Council for Aging.
